ITALIANS IN THE U. S. 

The Minister (it Washington Instructed to 
Inquire us to Their Conditions. 

Rome, March 20.— Baron Blanc, minister 
of foreign affnirs, has wiitton a lottor to tho 
Italian represo^^Livo in tho United States, 
instructing him to investigate aa to tho con- 
dition of Italian immigrants and tho measures 
necessary to protect them on their arrival 
at U.S. ports, and nsking him to divort tho 
stream of immigration to the best possible 
localities. 

TROUBLE IN THE CAMP. 

How Christopher Fruser Said to Havo Threat- 
ened a Manifesto Against tho Gov- 
ernment. 

TORONTO, Nov. 21. — Tho Evening Novva 
says : Hon. Mr. Eraser who recently re- 
signed his portfolio of publio works in 
tho Mowat Cabinet, has notified the Premier 
that unless tho Conmee Separate School bill 
is defeated ho will i<<Buc a manifeito a/jainst 
tho Governmont. 



Berlin, Maroh 20.— Count Sohouvaloff 
eolobrated tho ratification of the reciprocity 
treaty with a dinner at the Russian embassy 
on Saturday evening. The list of hia gueata 
provea that, as Chancellor von Caprivi Baid 
in the roiohatag, tho ministers stood shoul- 
der to shoulder behind him in the struggle 
against the agrarians. It inoludeB tho 
names of oil tho miniaters who were sup- 
posed to bo opposing tho troaty and trying 
to precipitate a cabinet crisis on account of 
it. There wore no speeches except tho 
toasts to the emperor and the czar, whioh 
were demanded by form. Both toasts, how- 
ever, were so notably cordial aa to Bhow-tho- 
hcartiness by which the entente had been 
conoluded. Emperor William appeared in 
a Russian uniform at tho dinner and snoke 
his toast to tho Czir's health in Russian. 
Tho Sunday newspapers say that those faots 
prove the complete revival of the entente 
betweon Germany and Russia. Whatever 
departure from hia former policy tho Em- 
peror may contemplate, nothing occurred at 
the dinner to indicate that tho new treaty 
would effect any immediate ohange in the 
internal or external policy of the empire. 

While the closing debates on the treaty 
were comparatively tame, tho grant for the 
monument to Emperor William I. was dis- 
cussed with great bitterness by tho depu- 
ties. The social democrats and radicals sur- 
passed tlremsolves. They mado the debate 
an anti-monarohial demonstration such as 
tho reichstag has not witnessed bofore for 
many yoars. August Bebel, the social 
democratic leader, hud tho audacity to do- 
claro that tho social democrats, as a party, 
were animated by anti-dynastic and anti- 
monarchial principles, and he could never 
assont to vote for the erection of a monu- 
ment to a man who represented all that waa 
hostilo to their sentiments. This and muoh 
more of the same sort, tho doputieB of the 
right and tho centre greeted with only mild 
protests, although the former reiohstags 
would havo howled down anybody muking 
such deolarationB from tho speaker's tri- 
bune. 

The imperial currency commission will re- 
sume work on April G. To simplify tho 
commission's deliberations tho Government 
has issued a statement of tho ministerial at- 
titudo towurd tho silver question. The 
statement concerns especially the Chancel- 
lor's proposal to remint and issue in mack 
pieces some 22,000,000 marks' worth of 
thalere, now lying idle in the Imperial bank. 
It saya that at tho end of December the Im- 
perial ban'.; held silver valued . at 82,720,000 
marks. Since December tho bank has re- 
ceived froni its branches an application to 
increase their stock by 89,494,000, but only 
per cent, of the amounts called for could 
be supplied. 

Tho trade centrea of tho Rhino country, 
Westphalia and Saxony, havo complained 
much of tho lack of tho larger silver coins, 
which aro used in paying wages. In viow 
of these complaints and tho demand of solid 
business interests in other parts of the em 
pire, Count von Firbach, Herr von Kardoff 
and other agrarian bimetallists are regarded 
as hardly justified in their opposition to the 
chancellor's proposal. Their aim, however, 
is evident. It is to drivo the government to 
convono an international conference on the 
silver question. As money matters become 
complicated by the changes in progress 
in Austriu, Italy and in India, it is just 
possible that the hi-metalliota will accom- 
plish something by thoir constant nagging. 
For political ends, chiefly to nppeaso tho 
agrarians, tho government may consent to 
initiate tho conferenco. 

William Heidenheimer and Messrs. Scc- 
kendorff & Co., the largest hop merchants 
in Nuremberg, have gone into liquidation. 
The members of another hop firm, Massot 
& Werner, have fled. The collapso is sup- 
posed to be a consequenco of tho fumoua 
Maas failure. 

Tailor Dowo of Mannheim recently in- 
duced several military expertB to give his 
bullet proof cloth a now trial. The cloth 
stood the trial successfully, and Dowo lias 
been engaged to exhibit it in London, Paris 
and Vienna. 



FINANCIAL EXCITEMENT. 

Stock Speculations In a Quandary Over Mont- 
real Gas and Its Directorate. 

Montreal, March, 20. — Thoro is great 
oxcitoment in Montreal gaa circles over tho 
fact that Jesso Josoph, president, and his 
family, who, a year ago, owned 3,272 
Bharcs of stock, havo now only 977 shares in 
their names. Jesso Joseph himself has re- 
duced his holdings from 2,393 BhareB 
to C8G, and hia brother, J. H. Joseph 
from ,151 to 19. An aotivo canvass is being 
mado for proxies with the viow of changing 
tho management of tho gas company, the 
game as was dono with Iho Montreal Streot 
Railway company, of which Mr. Jcbso 
Josoph was also president at ono time. 

CZECH MURDER TRIALS. 

Sentences Passed Upon tho Prisoners Con- 
victed. 

Prague, March 20. — Tho trial of the per- 
sons connected in the murder of Rudolph 
Mrva, tho secret police agent in Decem- 
ber last was concluded to-day. Tho youths 
Dolcgaland Dragoun, tho actual murdorcrB 
were sontencod to ten yoara imprisonment 
at hard labor. Kriz, who incited tho mur- 
der, waa sentencod to ton yeara imprison- 
ment without hard labor. Mrs. Kriz, the 
Socialist Bojtech, and Editor Cezok, tho 
secretary of tho Young Czechs parliamentary 
club, who vvcro accused of complicity in the 
crime, were acquitted.

IMPORTANT DISCOVERY. 

An Excellent Showing; of Tin Said to Havo 
Been Disoovcretl Near Sudbury, Ont. 

Toronto, March 20. — Information has 
been received by the Buroau of Mines, 
though the reliability of tho report, as far as 
the value of the discovery is ooncorned has 
not been fully established, that tin ore-has 
been discovered in the vicinity of Sudbury, 
The ore is described aa occurring in a ledge 
of white quartz, standing boldly out from 
the surface of tho counter rook. 
Samples of the ore have been assayed 
and have been proved to bo caasitirite or tin 
oxide. Should this discovery prove to be 
one which will show tho possibility of suc- 
cessfully working the olaim for tin, ita im- 
portance will bo far reaohing, and it will 
probably much hasten the development of 
the district. Tin has so far remained a prao- 
tically undiscovered mineral, not only in 
Canada, but on thia oontinent. 

HALIFAX ELECTION. 

The Constituency May Be Ecopencd to Afford 
tho Religious Minority an 
Opportunity. 

Halifax, March 20. — Premier Fielding 
and William Roche, Ministerallsts, and A. 
Black, Opposition, havo been declared 
members elect for Halifax— all thre6 being 
Protestants, while the Catholics comprise 
two-fifths of tho oleotors. It is possible 
that Mr. Roohe may resign togivo a Catho- 
lic the opportunity of being elected. 

IRELAND NOT SATISFIED. 



Manifesto of the National League 
Declaring" Lord Rosebery's Ex- 
planations Insufficient. 



Irish Members Who Accept It De- 
nounced as Tricksters, Cowards 
and Traitors. 



London, March 20. — The Irish National 
League of Great Britain has issued a mani- 
festo to the Irish people concerning Lord 
Rosebery's explanation of his attitude to- 
ward Homo Rule. The manifesto declares 
that the explanation is insufficient, and that 
the Irish members of Parliament who accept 
it are trucklers, oowarda and traitors, who 
ought tobodri/en out of publio life. It 
calls upon Iriahmen to rally at tho old call 
and make an immediate demand for an Irish 
Parliament and Executive possessing all tho 
attributes of the English Parliament and 
Executive.

The Spaniards 
succeeded in repulsing tho Malays with the 
loss of over two hundred killed and a largo 
numbor wounded. Tho loss to the Span- 
iards was trifling. 

Britain's Army Must Ite Strengthened. 

London, March 20. — General Roberta waB 
the guest of the city of Nowcastlo to-day. 
In a speech, General Roberts thought it a 
great deal more necessary for England to 
strengthen tho army than to augment the 
navy, though both needed strengthening. 
There waa nothing the navy could do, he 
said, to proveut Russian aggression in Af- 
ghanistan. 

Another English Cardinal. 

London, March 20.— Tho Daily Chroni- 
cle'a Rome correspondent Bays it is rumored 
that the Popo intends to create another 
English Cardinal. Mgr. Stoner la believed 
to bo the most likely candidate. 

The Knlscr'n Little Surprise. 

Berlin, March 20. — At noon yesterday 
tho Emperor surprised everybody by sum- 
moning tho entire Berlin garrison to aESem- 
bio in tho Temple Hof for macteuvros. Tho 
summons was responded to with amazing 
promptness, and the sudden appearance and 
rapid pace of tho troops through tho stroots 
created a good deal of exoitemcnt. 

KoftHtith Dead. 

Turin, March 20.— Louis Kossuth, tho 
eminent Hungarian patriot, died at 11 o'clock 
to-night. Ho waa born in 1802, and during 
his long careor labored and agitated for tho 
freedom and liborties of his country. 

London, March 20. — Tho Standard 
says that last evening a friend 
bogan reading to Kossuth ono of tho many 
addresses senb to him from Hungarian 
towns. KoBsuth listened a moment and 
then oxclaimod : "Loavo mo in peace. 
Thoso are only ompty platitudes." 

Turin, March 20. — Kossuth's son, sister, 
and other relatives wero present whew ho 
died. Ho passed away holding tho hand of 
tho Hungarian Deputy Karoly. Tho agony of 
his last hours was extremely harrowing. The 
body of Kossuth will bo interrod in Genoa, 
near that of hia daughter. Edmond Do 
Amicls, tho Italian author, will doliver a 
funeral oration in the namo of Italy. The 
obsequies will bo imposing, and will bo at- 
tended by a great gathering of Hungarians.

REMARKABLE MIRAGE. 

What Was Seen Off Capo Hatteras From the 
Steamer Kl Norte. 

New STork, March 20.— Tho steamer El 
Norto, of the Morgan lino, whioh arrived 
hero yesterday from Now Orleans, reportod 
a most remarkable mirage or refleotion, seen 
off Hattoras, Maroh 8. On that day C. A. 
Benson, tho mato, saw away to the west- 
ward a big bank of \og< Tho sea was 
smooth and tho sun was shining. Aa ho 
lookod at tho big bank of fog lying off to 
the wostward, ho sow tho counterfeit pre- 
sentment of about thirty sohooners out- 
lined against tho sky ; somo woro sailing 
north, somo south boforo tho wind. Al- 
though tho weather was olear, a mist would 
every now and then aottlo down upon tho 
steamer and blot out the picture of tho sail- 
ing vessels outlined on tho fog bank. Then 
the mist would diBnppoar as suddenly aa it 
had appeored, and the sailing schoonora 
woro aeon hurrying north and south againat 
tho Bky. Tho spectacle began about 8 
o'olock in tho morning and lasted until 
about 8 o'clock. The first offiaor said that 
somo of tho aohoonera oould bo seen with 
their mastB, aaila and hull above tho wator- 
lino diatinctly portrayod, while of the others 
only tho sails could bo seen and aomo of 
them wero cut off in tho middle, and others 
did not show their topmasts. 



THE STANFORD ESTATE. 

Nothing Known of the Story That His Southern 
l'aeltlc Stock Is to bo Sold. 

New York, March 20.— At tho office of 
the Southern Pacific company it was aaid 
yesterday that nothing had been heard in 
rsforonce to tho report from San Francisco 
that Mra, Leland Stanford bad determined 
to aell her Southern Pacific stock to raise 
$5,000,000 to meet the debts and bequests 
of her husband. L. CJ. Gate 8 i of tho com- 
pany, 8aid ho did riot think tho l a te Senator 
Stanford owed such a large "mount to tho 
banks as quoted in the report and ho added 
that even should Mrs. Stonford withdraw 
her interests from tho 00 iripany it would 
cause no embarrassment to the company or 
to Mr. Huntington. 

" Mrs. Stanford," he said, " will do what 
is beat for tho interests of the company and 
for the interests of the credi to rs of Senator 
Stanford." 

Charles H. Tweed, counsellor for tho 
company, said ho know nothing of Mrs. 
Stanford's private affairs, but he supposed 
it would ba necessary for h e r to sell some 
of her securities to rricet the bequests due. 

" 1 do not aupposo Senator Stanford kept 
$5,000,000 or $2,500,000 n deposit in the 
bank," ha said. '• If he did ho WO uld have 
been a poor buainoss mu n . As he kept no 
large amount on deposit, securities have 
got to bo Bold, and it ia only a mutter of 
which ones." 

Mrs. Stanford has made no demand on 
Mr. Huntingdon for the s a le of securities of 
the Southern Pacific and Pacific Improve- 
ment company. 

CYCLONE A$D WASHOUTS. 

Tennessee and Texas Experience tho Heaviest 
Rainfall in years— Great Damage Done. 

New York, March 20. — I fc is reported 
that a cyclone bus swept over the country in 
the vicinity of New Orleans. At 1:30 all 
the wires aro down and no details can be 
obtained. 

Dallas, Tex., M^roh 20.— The storms 
which swept over northern Texas on Sun- 
day and Monday night, ond which pre- 
vailed yesterday, were unparalleled in 
severity. Tho death roll Will reach 20, 
and tho list of injured over 100. 
At Emory, the county seat of Ranos county, 
the cyclone knocked the town nearly out 
of exictence. There Were many portions 
vieited and badly damaged. Mayor 
Berry has oalled upon Texas citizens for 
subscriptions to relieve the i>ufferers, many 
of whom havo been ruined and mourn the 
loss of members of their family. On Sunday 
night an electric storm, followed by a minia- 
ture deluge of rain, fell upon Dallas and all 
the counties round about. No breaks in 
any of the railroads have a a Vet beon re- 
ported, but it ia nearly certain many will 
occur. Tho river in front of tho city is 
rapidly rising. 

Memphis, Teun., March 20— The heivi- 
cat fall of rain over known in, this section 
occurred during the P '8t thirty-six hours, 
the local oflico of tho Weather bureau regis- 
tering nearly sovon inches. Tho whole 
country for miles around js Hooded. The 
rivers aro on tho rampage *>nd enormous 
damage is reported in ovory direction. 
Washouts have occurred ou tho Tonnessee 
Midland, Louisville and Nashville, Illinois 
Central, and tho St. Louis, Iron Mountain 
and Southorn railroads. Freight traffic has 
been suspended and tho passengers aro 
transferred in boats at th e breaks. A freight 
train on the Illinois Contra! ran into a wash- 
out to-day in tho Medcnoo swamp, twelve 
miles south of Jaokaon, Tenn.i and four cars 
were wrockod, An engiiio and ton cara had 
passed over Bafoly whon the ur idgo col- 
lapsed. No ono was seriously hurt. 
In the immediate vicinity of Memphis 
tho damago haa been V ory large. Ono 
hundred font of the bluff at the foot of South 
and Georgia streets caved into tho Missis- 
sippi rivor, carrying With it ono of tho 
tracks of tho Kansas City, Fort Scott and 
Memphis railroad. The atrcots were flooded 
with wator, and traffic in the city was sub 
ponded during the forenoon. For a time 
during tho storm the a i r becamo ohargod 
with electricity, and tho tro"y wires were 
struck bo often by lightning that tho Btroet 
carfl had to stop. Tho rain floods havo 
weakened tho lovooa and gravo approhonsiona 
are felt for tho aafoty of tho planters in the 
volleys. Tho Mississippi river i, aB passed 
the danger line at Memphis, » n d it is feared 
tho levees cannot bo repaired and strength- 
oned in timoto resiat tho flood coming down 
from tho upper rivers.

FROM THE ORIENT, 

Plot to Kill the Kins' of Corea and 
Ministers Attributed to 
Japanese. 

Collisions at Sea— Japanese (ieueral 
Elections— Smallpox on 
" U-S. Mouocacy." 



San Francisco, March 20. — Tho Bteamer 
City of Peking arrived from Hongkong and 
Yokohama thia morning bringing tho fob 
lowing advices: 

When tho Bteamer left Hongkong tho 
steamer Asaph, with a cargo of coal for that 
port, was six daya overdue from Japan, and 
it was genorally bolieved that she had 
foundered after being in collision with tho 
steamor Hunghowa. Tho British man-of- 
war Pigmy, at latest adviccB, was soarching 
for tho missing vessel whioh cirried a crow 
of 40 Chinese and half a dozen Europeans. 

Forty-five pnrsons, consisting of members 
of tho Malay crews and Chinese passengers, 
wero loBt in tho collision which occurred in 
the Straits of Malacca on tho lat ultimo, 
botween tho steamers Teck Seng Huan and 
Aing Hoo. 

Details of tho plot to kill tho King of 
Corea and hia Ministers, mentioned in a 
brief cable dispatch from Yokohama on the 
10th instant show that tho conspirators had 
prepared to destroy tho Central Gov- 
ernment office on tho Corean New 
Year's day, Cth of February, when 
the King and his Ministers would appear 
there in state. Before thoy oould carry out 
their designs, they wero betrayed by ono of 
their number a little beforo tho hour they 
had appointed for their work of destruction. 
Tho Government was secretly informed of 
the plot, and when the offico was examined 
over 1,000 pounds of gunpowder waa found 
under tho floor. The Government succeeded 
in arresting twenty seven of the con- 
spirators. According to their confession, as 
Boon as thoy had set to work, over ono 
thousand others were to havo arisen on all 
sides aud assisted them in overthrowing tho 
Government. As their confessions may im- 
plicate high personages it has been 
proposed to put the twenty-soven 
men to death at onco and expose 
their heads to public view. It ia rumored 
tho Japanese aro at tho bottom of the con- 
spiracy, and that tho Jopaueso government 
has proposod to lend two ironclads to the 
conspirators. The conspirators were sen. 
touced to death on February 2.'!, but owing 
to considerable difference among tho judi. 
ciary tho acntenca waa rescinded and the 
men will be released. 

Tho Japaneee general olection took place 
ou tho 3rd intt., and was vory severely 
contested. 

Six men on tho United States ship Mono- 
cacy, suffering from smallpox, wero re- 
moved to tho hospital at Shanghai on the 
13th inst. On the 10th ono of tho uillictod 
men died.

The Queen will not return to Oaborne un- 
til tho middle of July, aud during the next 
three mouths the placo is to bo in the hands 
of workmen, as Her Majesty has just ap- 
proved of plans for a considerable addition 
to tho houso, which will coat about £0,000. 
It is intondod to enlarge Oaborne House by 
adding a new wing, which will contain 
about twonty bedrooms and two Luthrooma. 

The Princo and .Princess of Walos have 
been iuvited by the Emperor and Empress 
of Russia to St. Potersburg for tho Imperial 
wedding, which is to tako placo either on 
April 29 or during lbs first woek of May.

Tho entrance hall contains 
a full length portrait of tho first Lord Buck- 
hurst, the treasurer of Queen Elizabeth, 
besides four well-known pictures by Sir 
Jcshua Roynolds, while tho view of Aeh- 
down forest from tho terrace is ono of the 
finest in South England. Mr. Curnfgie, 
despite biB militant radicalism, is Baid to 
entertain a profound veneration for historic 
associations, and was supremely happy when 
he was treatod for three or four soaaona as 
the guest of Lord Cluuy.

Montreal, March 20. — On Sunday a ro 
port was circulated in tho village of Cham 
bly that a man intended to run tho rapid; 
on a log for about a milo. Shortly after 3 
p.m. a man named Domphousae was seen by 
a large number of people who had gathered 
coming down tho stream standing on a log, 
guiding himself with a pole.

THE U.s" TARIFF. 

Some of tho Latest Changes In the Measure as 
Before tho Dill Committee. 

Washington, D.C., March20.— Tho tariff 
bill in its latest form was laid boforo tho bill 
committeo this morning. Tho changes aro 
these Duties on collaro and cuffs increased 
from 45 to 55 per cent, ad valorem. Tho 
only addition to the free list uro horn strips 
and tips and cocyunuts. Section 105 with 
rrgard to tho abrogation of tho treaty of 
1S75 with Hawaii has been struck out. Tho 
sugar Bohedule is as follows: All sugars 
testing not above 80 degrees, I per cent., 
I lOO.h additional for each degree up to 
00, and 2 lOOths up to 08. Whiskey, iron 
ore, coal, lead ore and opium aro unchanged. 
The reoiprooi'y sections of tho McKinley 
act, flections .'i, 15 and 10, aro repealed and 
u 11 ag o:monjS with foreign govornmentB 
under these seotionB are abrogated. Tho 
moat important chungo in tho administra- 
tion feature of tho bill is tho striking out of 
tho w irda "highest duly" as found in tho 
homo bill, and regulating tho rates of duty 
on ali gnodn coming under tho similitude 
clause, substituting thorofor tho wordB 
"lowest duty."

Los Anoeles, March 21. — Something 
ovor 200 of the unomployed arrived on tho 
Sou' hern Pacific freight train from San 
Antonio thia morning. They are a tough 
looking aet of men. Tho Southern Pacifio 
trainmen here Bay that they aro professional 
tramps attracted to this city by the prea 
euc> of tho industrial army. Tho arrival of 
the San Antonio contingent has somewhat 
emboldened tho men and they mako threats 
what they they will do if their wiahes are 
not acceded to. Preparation aro being 
made to Bend another dotachmeut to Wash- 
ington. They aro waiting word from Com 
mander Fryo. now in Arizona, to march. 

Los Anoeles, Maroh 20.— A gang of 
tramps arrived this afternoon in a body 
over tho Southern Pacific from tho East 
Chief of Police Glass ordered tho night 
watch to go on duty at ono o'clock, and tho 
officer Baid that no organized band cf 
tramps would bo tolerated for a moment, 
Ho ordered that all tho men of tho army 
who arrived to-day be arrested aa vagrants 
if thoy were found upon tho stroets. It is 
also the order of tho polieeoffioials that no or 
ganized bodieB of worbingmen bo allowed to 
parade hereafter. This waa mado ueceBaary 
becauao of tho intense labor agitation exiut- 
ing hero for tho paat fow days. Men who 
havo been working at tho First streot cut 
for their meals stopped work to-day. At a 
meeting of tho City Council this afternoon 
the c immitteo of citizona appointed to raiso 
money to aid tho honest workingmen of Los 
Antoles out of omployment reported that 
8700 had been raised. Nono of this money 
will go to professional hoboB, but will bo 
expended only on the needy of the city. 

Chinese Junk Wrecked. 

San Francisco, March 20. —The steamer 
Onward roporta the drowning of two ChineBO 
off Point Pinole. When tho steamer was 
going on her last trip to Sacramento an 
overturned junk was espied with Chinese 
on itB bottom. Tho steamer stopped and 
Bent a boat to reeouo tho Chinese. Ab tho 
boat neared tho party two of tho men, un- 
able to haug on any longer, slid off the junk 
and were drowned. A lino was thrown to 
tho throo survivors, who wero saved with 
difficulty.

THE BY-LAW CARRIED. 

We are glad to seo that the Electric Light 
by-law was carried yesterday by a good 
majority. It is pleasant to know that the 
ratepayers have confidence in tho City 
Council once moro, and wo aro sure 
that its members will show by the way in 
which they will manago tho business of 
lighting the city, that that confidenco ha8 
not been misplaced. There aro many citi- 
zsna who honeatly beliovo that work of that 
kind is never done well by city or other 
Governments, and it must be Baid that they 
are not without grounds for their belief. It 
is to be hoped that tho City Council, know- 
ing that there is a number of citizens who 
believe that they will fail in the work they 
have undertaken, will act in such a way us 
agreeably to disappoint them. This, thoy 
can easily do. If the woik is managed with 
ordinary prudence, the great majority of tho 
citizens will have roason to Gay that the 
money expendod in improving and increas- 
ing the city's electric lighting plant has been 
an excellent investment. 



A COMMON SENSE VIEW. 

We obsorve that Mr. Royal's compatriots 
do not believe that independence would bo 
a cure for the grievances of race and religion 
of which some French Canadians complain. 
Le Courier du Canada takes acommon sense 
view of the situation. Those who are op- 
posed to the Bepurato schools now would be 
quite 83 strongly opposed to them if Canada 
wore an independent State, and those who 
beliovo that each Province should havo it iu 
its power to decide upon tho kind of public 
education it should have, would ex- 
eroise aa much itiluenco if Can- 
ada severed her connection with 
Great Britain as they do at present. It ia 
quite a mistake to auppoao that a chango in 
the political or tho national condition of tho 
country would alter the views of its inhabi- 
tants on thoso subjects in the least. In tho 
United States there aro preoisoly tho samo 
diflicultiea aa regards public education as 
there aro in this Dominion, so that noither 
Independence nor Annexation would altor 
the relative position of parties and denomin- 
ations in this rospoct, Thia ia what tho 
Courier du Canada saya on Mr. Royal's 
remedy for the educition difficulty : 

Aa far as we aro concerned, laying aside 
all economic questions and taking into con- 
sideration only our national and roligious 
difficulties, wo believe that independence 
would afford no remedy. Tho aourco of tho 
evil is not to bo found in England, but in 
Canada. It is not tho British Gov- 
ernment that is persecuting tho Catholic 
minorities, but tho fanatics of Ontario and 
tho West. Aa a remedy to tho excesses of 
Canadian fanatics tho Hon. Mr. Royal says: 
Lot us broak away from England and ro- 
main tete-a-tete with the Equal Rightists; lot 
ua remain alcno faco to face with MoCarthy, 
Martin, Greonway, Haultain, and our griev- 
ances will bo remedied. It seems to us that 
such a proposition cannot bo vory easily 
sustained. Tho present conatitution, no 
matter what its imperfections may be, as- 
sures ua of our autonomy and guarantees 
rights which cannot bo touched without 
tho aasont of tho Imperial I'urliamont. That 
asRont could not bo obtained against Quo- 
hoc. Tho impossibility of amending tho 
constitution without tho consent of Eng- 
land is a safeguard for ua, If wo would 
break tho colonial tie, tho revision of tho 
constitution will bo in tho hands of tho Can- 
adian Parliament. What will that majori- 
ty be? 

Tho Courier evidently believes that it ia 



-ONTARIO'S SURPLUS. 

A very great deal has boen said about 
Ontario's surplus. Tho friends of its Gov- 
ernment say that It ia comfortably largo, 
but its onemiea laugh at tho idea and de- 
clare that tho aurplus ia merely a paper 
surplus. Tho Burplua claimed by the Gov- 
ernment of Ontario is tho very snug sum of 
SG, 135,000. But this is not all hard cash or 
even securities which can, if occasion re- 
quired, be readily oonvorted into oosh. A 
very considerable proportion of it, 31,050,- 
000, is set down as " capital held and debtB 
due by tho Dominion to Ontario." At Con- 
federation, when the portnership between 
Ontario and Quebec was dissolved, there 
was to bo a division of the " spoils," 
Ontario was to got a ahare, tho oxaot 
amount of which haa not yet beon definitely 
and permanently fixed. The amount 
of Ontario's claim is tho Bum we havo 
named above, and it is regarded as an aauet. 
What tho Dominion Government haa to say 
to this olaim wo do not know. Then tho 
Ontario Government advancod money to a 
number of Municipalities for drainage pur 
poses. Tho aggregate of theso loans is 
§500,572. It doe8 nob oppsar that thoao 
draiuago bonds aro regarded aa a very valu- 
able aBaet by the Oatario Opposition. Thon 
Ontario has $1,000,016 in book balances. 

Leaving out aa uncertain tho olaim againat 
tho Dominion, Ontario has a surplus mado 
up of tho drainage bonds and tho book bal- 
ances, of §1,500,000. It may bo asked if 
this is an honest surplus. Has tho Provinco 
inourred any liabilities which may fairly bo 
charged against this aum 1 This ia how tho 
Toronto Mail anawors thia queation : 

The TroaBuror maintains that thoro nro 
nono. But wo bonueed railwaya and issued 
certificates under which the companies aro 
to draw bo muoh per annum for a limited 
period and in order to cover certain direct 
payments to railwaya we sold annuities. 
That a sum of monjy voted yearly can bo 
properly tormod a liability it is quite proper 
to deny ; but it is diflioult to believo thit a 
liubility paid on tho instalment plan is any 
less a dobt than a liability incurred through 
tho floating of bonds. If annuities and 
railwuy grantB paid by instalment are not 
liabilities, thon tho Dominion Government 
ought to oonvort its bonds into annuities, 
and lift ua by thisproceBa out of dobt. Tho 
dobts really are debts. Aooording to Mr. 
Harcourt, thoy represent without tho inter- 
est §2,2-11,880. 

Comparing the finanoial state of the 
Provinoe in 1873, when it had a bona fide 
surplus of §4,394,000, with its present con- 
dition, leaving the claim against the 
Dominion out of the calculation, Ontario, 
instead of having a largo Burplus, ie $741,000 
bohind. Taking that claim into tho account, 
thia is how the figures stand : In 1873 
Ontario's surplus was §9,050,000 ; in 1893 it 
waa §3,895,000. Between tho two dates, 
as the reader sees, over five millions of 
dollars havo disappeared. From thia it 
soems that Ontario's actual surplus is not 
moro than part of tho unsottled claim be- 
tween it and the Dominion. How much 
that may be, it ia at thia moment hard to 
tell. * 

ENLIGHTENED SELF ■ INTEREST. 

Tho writer of tho articlca on " Canada " 
in tho London Times is ingeuioua and well- 
informed. It is evident that ho is moro 
than friendly to the Dominion. He writes 
as ono deeply interested in the welfare of 
thia country. His lettor in tho Weekly 
issue of tho Times of March 2nd, has for i La 
subject the Canadian Paoifio Railway. He 
aeea clearly the importance of that great 
railway to Canada. The very first sentenco 
of his letter shows thia. "Never," ho saya, 
"did a great country and a great commer- 
cial corporation havo their futures so closely 
intertwined aahavo tho Canadian Dominion 
and tho Canadian Paoifio Railway." Thia 
Canadians aro ready to admit. Some 
of them go so far as to muoh 
moro than hint that tho Canadian Pacitio 
Railway haa a good deal more influ- 
ence with tho Government of tho Dominion 



— no matter what party moy be in power — 
than ia good for the wolfaro of the country. 
Tho influence of tho CP. R. is, wo bollovo, 
considerably overrated by many Canadians, 
but that it is, politically speaking, a power- 
ful corporation, it would bo tho merest folly 
to deny. In describing tho preaent position 
of tho C.P.R. tho writer saya : "In all tho 
Eaatorn Provinces tho Canadian Paoifio ia 
either absorbing many of tho smaller lines 
or taking ita place beside the greater onsa ua 
a kcon competitor. Iu tho vast undeveloped 
Northwest it has tho field us yet practically 
to itself." Ai if in answer to the question, 
is it good for tho Northwest — in which wo 
presume the Times correspondent includes 
British Columbia— to bo completely at tho 
mercy of this groat railroad corporation, ho 
aiya : 

I return to tho important point that west 
of Winnipeg, over a vast extent of territory, 
tho company still has a practical, though no 
longer a theorotlcal, monopoly of railway 
truusport. Does any roul danger lio behind 
tho fact ? I think not. It scorns to me that 
oolf interest adequately takes tho place of 
competition. Tho filling up of tho Northwest 
with a prosperous, producing population ia 
tho ono eEaontial to the permanent pros- 
perity of the Canadian Paoifio. Of all im- 
migration ogonts tho contonted settler is 
by far tho best. It ia ho who draws aftor 
him from tho old land a stoadily-incrcasing 
stream of neighbors, friends and relatives. 
On puroly business principles therefore, 
tho railway company ia bound to boo that, 
aa far as possible, tho eettler is located on 
good soil; it is bound to bo con- 
aidorato uftcrwarda in giving him access 
to markets at reasonable rates. It cannot 
afford to bo on bad terms with settlers ; it 
cannot afford to inour tho hostility of tho 
whole country. This seems to mo the ono 
elTuctivo und aufficieut guaranteo which tho 
Northwest hiiB against tho evils of railway 
monopoly. On tho other hand, tho country 
itself ia a gainer, and is reliovcd of a heavy 
reaponaibility by tho existence of a powerful 
company doeply intoreatcd in tho sottlomeut 
of tho vuount landB, and putting forth every 
tfforb to that end. The Canadian Pacitio is 
to-day the moat efficient immigration 



agency at work in Canada. A large Federal 
expenditure on immigration ia not popular 
in the eastern proviucea, which, after tax- 
ing- their resources in opening up tho West, 
now seo their own population lessened by 
the attractions which the prairies offer 
to young men. It ia thorefore fortunato 
that a powerful and progressive railway 
company, with immense interests at stake, 
is at hand to take a vigorous lead in pro- 
moting the aottloment of the country. Tho 
genoral Government might, in my opinion, 
advantageously give it more efficient and 
direct assistance than it has done. Every 
now settler who goes into the West con- 
tributes, not merely to tho revenues of tho 
railway company, but to the revenues of 
tho Dominion aa woll. As I have suid be- 
foro, tho interests of tho two uro singularly 
intertwinod. Throughout tho Northwest 
the conviotion ia forced upon ono that tho 
country has everything to gain from the en- 
larging prosperity of the Canadian Pacific ; 
that the Canadian Paoifio has everything to 
gain from soouring und maintaining tho con- 
fidence of tho people. 

This is cortainly an optimistio view of tho 
matter, but is it tho viow which the settlers 
of the Northwest who are in active oontaot 
with tho monopoly take ? Do thoy find that 
tho C.P.R. Bolf-intoroat is a sufficient 
guaranteo that it will not squeeze them 
when it has tho ohance, that it does not use 
its power as a monopoly to ohargo highor 
rates than thoy can afl'jrd to pay, and 
highor ratoa than would bo ohurgod if it hod 
compotitor ? Wo havo heard and road 
bitter complaints of the C.P.R. 's charges, 
and ardent wishes that it had a compotitor, 
Wo aro quito willing to admit that aomo of 
tho complaints may bo unreasonable, but 
wo hardly think thoy all uro, 

Aa tho Times correspondent Bays, self 
interest ought to impel tho Canadian Pucifio 
to deal liberally with the settler, to give 
him all tho encouragement it possibly can to 
improve his property and to persuade hia 
frienda and relatives in the Old Country 
and elsewhere to settle in a part of tho 
country where tho railway haa auch an 
enlighteuod regard for ita own intoroat that 
it extends to the settler the greatest poa 
siblo acoommodation at tho lowest poaaiblo 
rotea. Wo aro grently afraid that 
there aro very fow indeed, cither in the 
Northwest proper or in British Columbia, 
who writo to their friends in thiB strain. 
Tho unpleasant truth is that thero are many 
who look upon tho greut railway monopoly 
in a very different light, and who long for 
the day in which it will cease to be a mon- 
opoly. 

Yot tho Timos' correspondent is right. It 
ia in the interest of the Canadian Pacific to 
oultivato the good will of tho people who livo 
in the areas that contribute to its busineea. 
It should deal with them all in such a way 
that they would bo forced to beliovo that it 
is their friend, and that it wants to do all it 
oan to advanco thoir intoresta. We believe 
that it would not bo vory difficult to pro- 
duce thia conviction, and to make the rela- 
tions between the C.P.R. and itB great con- 
stituency, not only mutually advantageous, 
but mutually friendly and agreeable. 

UNREPENTANT. 

Governor Waite, although defeated in his 
attempt to override the decision of a court 
of law, is not by any meane convincod that 
he was wrong in placing his authority 
above that of tho law of tho laud. We see 
that, Bpeuking of tho issue, which ho was 
under vory great prtasuro compelled to 
submit to tho Supreme Court, ho said, " I 
feel that I tin right, and I have no doubt 
the court will do jmtice to tho cause. If I 
ever agiin call out troopa to act iu Denver, 
of one thing 1 am assured, tho forco will bo 
largo enough to do tho work. If I havo 
any doubt as to tho powor of 
the National Guard to carry out the 
object for which it is summoned, 
I will cill upon the unorganized 
militia of tho State to como to our assist- 
ancB." 

It must bo evident to all thinking men 
that the proper placo for Governor Waito 
is either a hospital for tho iuaano or some 
private station in which his wrong-headod- 
ness und hia crankiness can do tho com- 
munity no harm. It doea not Bay much for 
the intelligence of tho electors of Colorado 
that they placed such a man in so impor 
taut a position as that of Governor of tho 
State. It might have been inferred from 
his wild speeches on tho atump and hia ec 
ccntrioities that ho waa not a man in whoae 
handa tho intereats of tho people could be 
with Bafoty entrusted. 



A BO UT BL UEFIELDS. 


Bluefielda ia a town of about fivo hundred 
inhabitants on tho coist of tho Mosquito 
Territory. Its inhabitants, who are 
scarcely balf-olvilized, soared by tho throat 
oning movements of aome Nicuraguan revo 
lutionistB, begged the captain of tho British 
ship of war Cleopatra to protect them. He 
complied with thoir rcqueat and sent a 
small forco of murines and eailora on Bhoro. 
Theao well-armed and well-diaciplinod men 
cfl'.ctcd tho purpose for which thoy landed, 
and remained ashore to prevent tho de- 
fenceless natives being murdored und 
robbed. Aa Boon us tho news of this act of 
humunity reached tho United States, 
number of the tail-twisting nowspapora 
raised a howl about British oncroachmonb 
und begun to blustor about tho Monroe doo 
trino. Thoro woro, howovor, sonaiblo jour- 
nalists who buw tho action taken by tho 
oaptain of tho stonmer Cleopatra in tho 
proper light, und said that ho did what waa 
only right, and what was bosb not only for 
British subjects in tho Mocquito country 
bub for Amorican citizens who happoned to 
bo thoro. Some Americans who bonofitcd 
by the protection offordod tho residents by 
tho British sailors expressed thoir thankful- 
ness warmly and earnestly. Wo hnrJly 
think that tho Bluofield's epiaodo will bo 
mado a casus belli botwoon Great Britain 
and the United States.

A 
great deal of tho credit for this satisfactory 
state of affairs, however, ho considered was 
duo to tho intolligont intoroat takon by tho 
press of tho oity, which showed how ncces 
earyitwusto improve tho lighting. This 
branch of tho oivio government, Mr. Stickles 
thinks, is almost aa important as polico or 
firoproteotion. Aa to tho result of the pasBago 
pf tho by-law, ho understood it to bo tho in- 
tention to havo u thoroughly modern plant. 
Tho polo lino will practically havo to be 
rebuilt, and tho fire alarm system renewod. 
At present tho latter utilises almost every 
polo In the oity, and whoro thero ia not 
a polo available, house-tops are mado use of, 



the result being that there is as much bat- 
tery power uaed in running Iobs than eight 
mileB of lino as would be more than neces- 
sary to conduot a 500 mile telegraph line. 
Thore will have to bo now insulated wire 
put in the fire alarm system, with guard 
wires so placed that it will be impossible for 
any outside wire to touch that belonging to 
tho fire alarm. With this new plant, ho 
would advisa tho oity doubling tho present 
light of tho huainoBB portion of tho oity, 
boeauao a good nro light often BaveB a 
policeman's wagea. With roferonoa to the 
proposition of Nanaimo purchasing the 
lighting plant of which he is manager, Mr. 
Stickles Baid ho had no information beyond 
what he saw in the papers ; still, if tho oity 
did purohase it, he felt sure they would 
havo tho beat equipped outfit on the coast. 
It had been greatly improved of late in the 
wayof incroaaing its capaoity and effioienoy. 
Ho did not know if it could bo purchased, 
aa it is a property that ia proving a satisfac- 
tory invo8tmont.

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PROVINCIAL LEGISLATURE. 

Fourth Session of tlio Sixth Parliament. 

FORTIETH DAY. 

Tuesday, March 20, 1801. 

Tho Speaker took tho chair at 2 p in. 

Prayers by Rev. Dr. Campbell. 

Hon. Mr. Turner presented a potitiou 
from the board of school trustees of Victoria 
asking that such steps ua may bo poaaible 
may be taken to cause tho removal ot tho 
powder magazine from tho park, it being a 
source of clangor to tho children attending 
tho new school. 

Tho houuo wont into oommittco cf tho 
whole on tho message from tho Lloutenant- 
Govornor transmitting tho bill granting aid 
to the Fraser river bridge, Mr. Adams in 
tho chair. Bill reported and read a first 
timo. 

Hon. Mb Vernon preBentod returns con- 
taining the report of Messrs. Koefer and 
Smith, C E.'s. regarding the proposed 
bridge at Kumloops ; and also tho reports of 
tho government inspector of coal measures 
in tho Nicola country. 

Tho bill respecting tho legislative library 
and buroau of statistic* was road a third 
time and pasBed. 

SUCCESSION DUTIES. 

Hon. Mr Davie moved the sooond read- 
ing of tho bill providing for tho payment of 
succession duties in certain cases. Without 
at this stage going into the details of the 
bill, he pointed out that the amount of duty 
imposed on Btnaller CBtatea is very limited 
indeed, and that the rate increases with the 
value of the estate, so that ho ^thought it 
could not be disputed that tho bill creates a 
ju3t and equitable tax. A similar law has 
been put into force in nearly every colony of 
Great Britain and in other provinces in 
Canada, as well as in a great many of the 
adjoining states, so that when those who 
oppose it say that tho effect will bo to drive 
people out of tho province they spoak with- 
out knowledge of the circumstances. As in- 
timated yesterday, it ia tho intention to 
make a reduction in tho scalo of duties men- 
tioned in tho bill, and to increase consider- 
ably the amount up to which legacies will 
bo exempt. It might bj stated that the 
scale appearing in the bill as introduced is 
identical with that in the Manitoba bill of 
last year, and that being tho nearest pro- 
vince it is natural to suppose that 
what is acceptable there will be fairly 
applicable to British Columbia. Iu 
0.itario, where Buch an act was 
paseod in 1892, the scale ia somewhat lower. 
Cumpuing it with somo other provinces and 
colonies tho scale now proposed is found to 
bo very moderate. In Queensland, for in- 
stance, thero ia a duty on all bequests over 
£100 of 2 per cent up to £1,000, of 3 per 
cent, up to £10,000, and so on, the duty on 
amounts of £20,000 and upwards being 5 
per cent. Ia South Australia, estates paus- 
ing to any persons from their father or 
mo her are taxed 1 per cent., from a brother 
pr sister 3 per cent., from a brother or sis- 
ter of their father or mother 5 percent, 
from the father or mother of their father or 
mother 6 per cent , and from all other 
sourcos 10 per cent. In New Zealand bo- 
queathod eBtates from £100 to £1,000 are 
taxed 2.i per cent., up to £5,000 3i per 
cent , up to £20,0 jO 7 per cent, 
and over that amount 10 per cent. 
It will be noticed that the bill be 
fore the house exempts bcquestJ for 
chf.ritable, scientific or educational pur- 
poses, a provision which ho felt assured 
JVC"''! meet with general approval. Though 
us said before the rate imposed in Manitoba 
was not considered excessive, it is proposed 
to make certain reductions to mako the bill 
more conformable to tho state of society in 
this province. Ho thought it perfectly 
clear that somo such measure as this is 
c tiled for and must be introduced sooner or 
later. Tho province is growing rapidly in 
population, and people are inheriting wealth 
nude in the province which could without 
injustice pay the tax proposed. He felt 
thit the measure is one ot fairness to tho 
p oplo at large and not too burdonsomj on 
ar.y individuals. 

Hon. Mb Beaven objected to taking the 
bill into consideration until tho details of 
tho changes spoken of are given to th 
house. He objected to tho bill as a cruel 
one, calculated to take from persons their 
means of support when poBsibly they had 
just lost their breadwinner and could least 
afford mch a contribution. 

Hon. Mr Turner said the hon. gentle 
man who had juBt spoken had evidently 
failed to notice some of the provisions of the 
bill, as it is proposed that property bo 
q aeathed to a father, mother, husband, 
wife, child, grand-child, daughter-in-law or 
son-in law of tho deceased, shall go freo up 
to tho aggregate value of $25 000— or rathor 
up to §50,000, to which it is intended to 
change tho amount mentioned; or if the 
property is bequeathed to sovoral persons, 
then the value btqueathed to any one per- 
son is exempted to $25,000 - en's being 
raised from the $10 00u appearing in the 
bill as intr^m-a, With rospoct to the 
general rate stated in the bil',"that possibly 
is too high, since this measure is so largely 
experimental, bo ho proposed that it shall 
be made 1 per cent, up to $100,000, 2 per 
cent, up to $200,000, and bo on, tho highest 
not to be more than 5 per cent. Not only 
have tho British colonies set a precedent in 
the matter of a duty of this nature, but the 
States are steadily falling into lino with it, 
und ho noticed only this week an increase in 
tho soalo in the state of New York. Tho 
rates in Australia are v<>ry much highor 
than those proposed in this bill and tho ex- 
emptions there aro very much smaller. 

Mr. Semi.in thought the imposition of an 
income tax would bo more just than a bill of 
this kind. Ho objected to tho preamble— 
which givea as a reason for tho bill the ex 
pediency of providing a fund for defraying 
part of the expenditure for hospitals and 
othor charities— because tho duties are not 
to form a special fund, but aro to form part 
cf the general revenue. 

Hon. Col Baker said ho considered this 
a tax upon wealth for tho benefit of the 
people, and in adopting this principle the 
government oro simply following tho lead of 
Great Britain and tho colonies. 

Mr. Sword spoke in objection to tho 
preamble. 

Mr. Brown thought that if tho exemp- 
tion stated ia mado tho law tho Financo 
Minister will not collect onough in a year 
to pay for tho passago of tho bill. Ho took 
exception to the exemption of bequests to 
religious and charitablo institutions, which 
he considered wrong in principle 

Addrossea in favnr of tho principlo of the 
bill wero mado by Messrs. Grant and Booth, 
who, however, expressed tho hopo that some 
changes would bo mado in coinmittoe. 

Mr Huntkr spoke against tho preamble, 
which in connection with tho sub section 
exempting bequcata for religious and charit- 
able inati'.utions he considered simply pro- 
poses double taxation. 

Tho bill wua read a second timo. 
Quills passed. 

Tho Suprome court bill and the redistri- 
bution bill wero read a third time and 
passed.

I'h" amendment wis lost mi division of 7 to 
7, the chili man g.ving his vote in tho nega- 
tive. 

An amendment similarly introduced giv- 
ing municipalities authority to removo 
buildings iv hioh have btcomo dangerous, or 
are a nuiaancc, under eertjin conditions, 
was agreed tr>. 

Another amendment, to authorizo the ap- 
pointment of commissioners to manago the 
sinking funds and to invest tho samo in real 
estate, waa opposed aB a dangerous provision 
and laid over bo that it may bo printed for 
consideration. 

The Sunday closing clause was, at tho in- 
stance of Hon. Mr. Davie, amended by the 
insertion of words exempting hotels and 
restaurants, the carrying and selling of milk 
anltho printing aud publishing of news- 
papers, and now rtada thus : 

"30. It shall not be lawful in any muni- 
cipality for any merchant, tradesman, artifi- 
cer, mechanic, workman, labo:er,or other per- 
son whatsoever, on the Lord's day, commonly 
oalled Sunday, to sell or publicly show forth 
or exposo, or oflcr for sale, or to purchaeo, 
any goods, chattels, or other personal prop- 
erty, or any real estate whatsoever, or to do 
or cxerciEe any worldly labor, business or 
work of hia ordinary calling (convoying 
travellors or Her Majesty's mail, by land or 
by water, tho operation of railways and 
street railways, hotels and restaurants, 
the carrying and selling of milk, the print- 
ing and publishing of newspapers, the 
selling of drugs and medicines, and other 
works of necessity and works of charity, 
only excepted)." 

Hon. Mr. Davie said he understood the 
leader of the oppotition had an amendment 
to move, to coutino fish stalls to the public 
market. 

Hon Mr Heaven— I going to introduce 
it I (Laughter. ) 

Mr Grant said this amendment had boeu 
placed in hia bauds, and ho would put it 
on the orders and bring it in according to 
request, at u later stage. 

This and other proposed amendments wero 
loft over to bo brought in on conaideration 
of tho report, and the committee rose and 
reported the bill comploto with amend- 
ments.

Hon. Mr. Da vie presented a return con- 
taining the correspondence asked fur respect- 
ing the request for tho appointment of a 
Supremo court judge for Vancouver. 

HILLS ADVANCED. 

Tho B. C. Southern railway bill wua con- 
sidered in committee and reported complete 
with amendments. 

■ i Tho bill respecting tho Nelson & Fort 
Sheppard railway was read a third time and 
paBsed. 

Tho companies act amendment bill was 
considered in committee and reported com- 
plete without amendments. 

Tho bill respecting the un'tn of the 
Mothodist churches was read a second time. 

THE LAW IN THE NORTH. 

Mr BROWN asked : 1. Has tho atten- 
tion of the government been c tiled to the 
need which exists for better protection to 
life and property on tho mr'hw.at c<"a-it of 
the Mainland aud islands adjacent thereto? 
2. What steps, if any, have boon taken to 
afford the protection needed '( 3 Have any 
steps been taken to limit the ifsue of liquor 
licenaea in that part of tho province ? 

Hon. Mk. Davie replied as follows : (1) 
The officers of the government have kept 
the government informed of the necessities 
of tho caao from timo to timo.and all reason- 
able atep9 have been takon conaisteut with 
the excellent nature of tho settlements aud 
the geographical peculiarities of tho district 
to ronder life and property secure, and tho 
auccesa of euch steps la sufficiently evid- 
enced by a comparison of tho diatrict men- 
tioned with similarly situated districts in 
other countries and provinces. 

(2) The government naphtha launch, in 
chargo of three constables, has been en- 
gaged in patrol work in tho vicinity of 
Valdez, Cortes und Camp ialanda for eomo 
timo since. 

(.')) Tho only liquor licenso held on tho 
northwest coast north of Comox is at Lund 
and such liceneo was issued by a 
licensing court in Now Westminster 
district without tho government be- 
ing consulted in tho mattor. All 
applications mado to tho Superintendent of 
Provincial Police within the last four years 
have, under instructions from tho Govern- 
ment, been refused by that officer, and sev- 
eral applicationa recently reoeivod have been 
similarly treated. Mtf. Moaca Ireluud, 
atorekooper at Camp Island, has reoantly 
been fined 2S-S for polling liquor without a 
license, and all similar oases coming undor 
tho attention of tho police are prosecuted 
without regard to expense, In November 
last the steamer Ina, with a cargo of whia- 
key in charge) of three men, waa seized by 
the polico neur Buta inlet, Eich of the 
men was tried and convicted of three separ- 
ate oftenoes, viz , supplying liquor to Indians, 
and the steamer Ina, valued at $3,000, was 
confiscated and sold by public uuctiuu at 
Nanaimo. 

THE LAND ACT 

Hon. Mb. Vernon moved tho second 
reading of the bill to amend tho land act, 
which ho proceeded to explain at length, 
first taking up the provision for tho 
)o.i5c of huy lands to pro- 
emptors. He stated that at the present 
timo it ia often not poesiblo for pro-tmptora 
to obtain on their own lands sufficient; t:i\y 
for tho number of cattle they desire to 
raise, and though thoro aro large meadows 



near by upon which they havo from timo to 
time gone to cut hay they have no right to 
do so, and cannot safely eDgogo in stock- 
raising to the exiont they otherwiso would 
for fear that source of supply might bo cut 
off. The government propose, thereforo, 
to stcuro these parties by allowing them to 
lease the hay lands for a term of livo years, 
tho leases to be for tracts not exceeding 1 (30 
acres, and a fair rental being charged, bo 
that tho meadows will beoome a source of 
revenue to tho government, which now gotB 
nothing from them. At tho end 
of tho fivo yoars tho government 
oan ronow tho leases or not, accord- 
ing to whether it appeurs to bo in the 
interest of tho publio that tho lauds shall 
continue to be uacd for this purpose, or ahull 
bo opened to pro emption or otherwiBO dis- 
posed of. In somo parte of tho province 
thoro is no necessity for suoh a provision as 
this, but in Cariboo, Yale and Lillooot he 
thought it would bo appreciated sioco the 
sale of lands had been discontinued. Tho 
hay meadows which the government havo 
in mind are mostly up in tho mountains, in 
inaccesaiblo places where tho land ia not 
likely to be pre-empted for many yeais to 
oomo. Another proviaion of tho bill relates 
to leases of quarries and sites for fishing 
stations, these being proposed to be issued for 
tho longer term of twenty-one years, bo that 
lessees would be warranted in going to tho 
expense of putting in the machinery neces- 
sary for the operation of tho quar- 
ries or erecting tho buildings neces- 
sary for the canneries. Tho quarries 
occuring naturally on ecctionB which 
aro simply a maEs of rock, it is on im- 
possibility for anyono to comply with tho 
pro emption law with respect to them, and 
the mineral act doeB not apply to these cises 
either, so that some such provision as that 
now made is a necessity. A movo in tho 
direction of encouraging persona of moder- 
ate means to tako up small holdings is made 
in the proposition to grant leases o! 20 
acres in extent, for five years, nt such a 
rental that, if iL be paid and tho other con 
ditions bo complied with, at the termination 
of the lease the tenant will havo paid for his 
land and becotno the owner of 
This will enable persons with little 
or no capital to take up land 
Tho new departure thus mado will enable 
the government to deal more satisfactorily 
with laud which is likely to acquiro more 
than tho ordinary value, which they can 
thus put to somo uso iu plaeo of allowing it 
to lie idlo, not open to pre emption, or soil- 
ing it at auction perhaps to aome speculator. 
Ho thought it would allow small holders, 
acquiring land on reasonable teinn, to make 
a fair living by tho cultivation of vegetablo 
gardens or otherwise, thus providing homes 
for a largo number of settlors 

After short discussion the bill was read a 
second time. 

The house adjourned at 5:40 p.m. until 2 
p.m. the following day

A BY-LAW 

For raisinR tlio sum of §55.000 for lighting 
purposes. 

WherbAB, Tho prosont lighting systom of 
tho City of Victoria la insufficient, it is expedi- 
ent nnd necessary to construct and opornto 
works for supplying tho inhabitants of tho 
Municipality of tho City of Victoria with oloo- 
trlc light, and for that purposo to raise, by way 
of loan upon tho credit of thosaid city, tho sum 
of $55,000 ; 

And Whereas, It wi'l require the aum of 
$2,835.38 to bo raised annually by rato for tho 
paymont of such now debt and intoreat ; 

And Whereas, Tho wholo ratablo land and 
Improvements or roal property of tho said Cor- 
poration of tho City of Victoria according to 
tho laat rovisod aBaossmont roll for tho year 
1803, ia S18.511.I12; 

And Whereas, It will requlro an annual 
rato of IB 100 of one mill in tho dollar for paying 
such now dobt and Intorost ; 

Bu it Therefore Enacted by tho Muni- 
cipal Council of tho Corporation of tho City 
of Victoria as follows : 

Sec. L It shall bo lawful for tho Mayor of tho 
Corporation of tho City of Victoria to borrow 
upon tho credit ot the Baid Corporation by way 
of tho dobonturcs horolnaftor mentioned, from 
any person or porsons, body or bodio3 corpo- 
rate, who may bo willing to advanca the samo 
aaa loan, a sum of money not oxceodlng in tho 
whole tho aum of 355,000 curroncy (or etorling 
monoy, at tho rato of i.803 dollars to tho ono 
pound Btorllng), and to cause all such aums so 
raised or received to bo i>ald into tho hands of 
tho Treasurer of tho Baid Corporation, for tho 
purpose and with tho objoct hereinboforo ro- 
cited. 

Sec. 2. It shall b3 lawful for the said Mayor 
to causo any numborof debonturea to bo mado, 
executed and Issued for such sums as may bo 
required, not exceeding, however, tho sum of 
§55,000 olthor in currency (or sterling money 
at the rato of 4 8G3 dollars to tho one pound 
sterling) as may bo requirod, oach of tho said 
dobonturcs being of tho amount of S1.000 or its 
sterling equivalent at tho rato aforesaid, and 
all Buch dobonturcs Bhall bo sealed with tho 
peal of tho Corporation and signed by tho 
Mayor thorcof. 

Sec. 3. Tho eaid dobonturcs ahall bsar dato 
tho 1st day of May, 1891, and Bhall bo mado 
payable in fifty years from tho said dato at 
euch placo oithor in Great Britain, tho United 
States of America, or tho Dominion of Canada,, 
as may be deaignated thoreon, and shall havo 
attached to them coupons for tho paymont of 
interest, and tho signatures to tho intorost 
coupons may bo oithor written, stamped, 
printed or lithographed. 

See. 1. Tho said dobonturoa shall bear inter- 
eat at the rato of ii per cent, per annum from 
tho dato thereof, which interest shall bo pay- 
ablo half-yearly at such place, either in Great 
Britain, tho United States of America, or tho 
Dominion of Canada, as may bo oxpressod in 
tho debentures and coupoua. 

See 5. It shall bo lawful for tho said Mayor 
to cauBO the Baid debentures and tho intorosb 
coupons, oithor or both, to bo made payable at 
such place, oithor in Great Britain, tho United 
Statep, or tho Dominion of Canada, as may be 
desired. 

Sec. 0. For tho purposo of raising annually a 
certain spociflc sum for tho paymont of tho in- 
torost on tho slid dobonturoa during their cur- 
rency, thero shall b3 raised annually tho sum 
of §2,175, and for tho purposo of raising 
annually a certain specific sum for tho pay- 
moot of tho dobt at maturity, thoro shall bo 
raised annually tho sum of §300.38. 

Sec. 7. For tho purpo30 of paymont of tho 
said Bums In tho next preceding paragraph 
mentioned, thero Bhall bo raised and lovied In 
oach year a rato of 10-100 of ono mill in tho 
dollar on all tho ratablo land or Improve- 
ments or roal proporty in tho municipality of 
tho said corporation of tho City of Victoria 
during tho continuance of the said debentures 
or any of them. 

Sec. 8. That it shall bo lawful for tho said 
Municipal Council from timo to timo to pur- 
chaso any of tho said debentures, and such 
dohenturea shall bo so cxpressod as to entitle 
the Baid Council to redeem and purchase tho 
samo on paying tho amount thereof and tho 
Interest duo thereon at tho dato of such pur- 
chaso, to tho holdo • or holdora thorcof, at any 
timo af tor twenty-five yoara from tho dato of 
issuanco ot tho said dobenturea. 

Sec. 9. This by-law shall, bofcro tho final 
passago thereof, rocolvo tho assent of tho 
electors of tho said Corporation In tho manner 
providod for in tho Municipal Ac\ 18M), and 
amendments thereto, and shall tako oflect on 
tho let day ot May, 1891. 

Sco. 10. This By-Law may be cited for all 
purposes as tho "Electric Lighting By-Law,. 
1891." 

Passed tho Municipal Council tho 2nd of 
March, 1891.

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THE ADMIRALTY COUBT. 

The Text of tlio Important Judgment In the 
CiiBe of Kogina vs. The ''AInoko.' : 

The judgmont published below, delivered 
by the Hon. Mr. Justice Crease, Deputy 
Judge in Admiralty, of which only a brief 
-synopsis appeared at the time, is printed in 
full by request, on account of its many 
points of interest to tho legal profession, to 
the sealing owners and to all concerned, to 
whom it is of great importance that they 
should be informed as to the points upon 
which tho dooiBion is based. The judg- 
ment is aa follows: 

In tho Exchequer Court of Canada, Britibh"! 
Columbia, Admiralty Division ' J 
REGINA VS. THE AINOKO. 

This was an action brought under tho Im- 
perial Statute " The Seal Fishery (North 
Pacific) Act, 1S93, (cap. 23 of 5(3-57 Vict.), 
and tho Seal Fishery (North Pacific) Order 
in Council, 1S93," of 4th July, 1S93, 
and it is inetituted on bohalf of the Crown 
for tho forfeiture of the British schooner 
Ainoko, for an alleged oontravontion of the 
provisions of thoso enoctmonts in killing cr 
hunting for soala or attempting to kill or 
take seals within the prohibilod zono by 
■such enactments created of 30 marine miles 
round tho Komandorski islands on the Rus- 
sian coast, and during the prohibited period, 
between tho 4th July, 1893, and tho 1st 
January, 1891. 

Tho Ainoko, which ia owned by Captain 
Grant of Victoria, B. (J., left that port in 
tho spring of 1893, under Captain Georgo 
Heater as mtistor, on a fishing and Boaling 
voyago in tho North Pacific, and, after tak- 
iug on an Indian crow at Hesquoit and 
touohing at various points, particularly tho 
port ot Sand Point, Shinigin group, whore 
ho received tho official warning, which I 
Bhall subsequently allude to, proceeded 
northward and was seized on tho 2'_'ad July, 
1893, within tho prohibited /.me, by His 
Imperial Russian Majesty's despatch boat 
Yacoute, being then fifceon or sixteen milea 
off tho southern point of Copper island, one 
of tho Komandorski group, round whiuh 
and Tulenew (Robben island) tho prohibited 
thirty-mile belt is drawn by sec. 1 of said 
order in council. 

Sho was then at tho time of seizuro fully 
armed and equipped for catching and kill- 
ing se-ils in tlio North PaciGj and had then 
on board (tho Russian protocol alleges) 08 
tealekins. 

Tho plaintiff's pleadings are clear and 
simple, and tlio points well raised; and woro 
honeBtly and frankly met by tho defence. 
Tho writ was issued on tho 3rd Novombor, 
1893. 

Tho statement of claim placed tho seizuro 
on lat. 54 drg. 23 min. 5 seo. north and 
long. 108 deg. 32 min. east, within 10 
milea south of Copper Island and within 
the prohibited zone round the Komandorski 
islands. Tho position of the placo of 
se'zure on the map was proved by Captain 
Hughes Hallott, R.N., of H.M.S. Garnet, 
the officer in command at Esquimau, who 
afforded other valuable information on nau- 
tical points as thoy arose in tho course of 
the trial. 

Tho statement of claim further charged 
that Capt. George Heater was duly warned 
not to enter the prohibited waters of tho 
North Pacific, and not to proceed within a 
zone of thirty marine miles round tho Kom- 
andorski islands, of which Copper island 
forma purt. 

After the seizuro and search of the Ain- 
oko, and examination of tho papers of tho 
Russian official commission of tho Yacoute, 
it was decided to seize tho Ainoko's paporB ; 
and Georgo Heater was directed to proceed 
in the Ainoko to Yokohama, to appear be- 
fore the British Consul there ; and a provis- 
ional certificate was given to bim to enable 
him to reach that port. 

(This was tnado under sec. 2, sub-eeo. 1 of 
the act.) 

Besides tho alleged Eealiug or attempt to 
seal, the plaintiffs pleadings further charged 
that Capt. George Heater did not proceed 
to tho port ol Yokohama and report to the 
British Consul there; but sailod to tho port 
of Victoria, in the Province of British Col- 
umbia; where ho urrived on tho 20th August, 
1893; whereupon Capt. Hugbes-Hallett, R. 
N., of H.M 8. Garnet, claimed : 

The condemnation of the said Ainoko 
and everything on board of her, or the pro- 
ceeds thereof, on tho ground that she was 
at the timo of seizure within a z?no of 
30 marine milea round tho Komandorski 
Islands— (as defined by the above mentioned 
orier in council, made in pureuai_c3 of tho 
beforo mentioned seal fishery (North Pa- 
cific) act, — fully manned and equipped for 
killing, taking or hunting seals, and had en 
board shooting implements and seal skins. 
And that tho aaid ship waa used and em- 
ployed in killing, taking or hunting, or at- 
tempting to kill or tako eoals within tho 
prohibited waters aforesaid. 

To all which tho defendants replied, ad- 
mitting the seizure aD laid by the statement 
of claim (paragraph 1) and (paragraph 2) so 
far as having sailed fully manned and 
equipped, as laid, but that tho schooner left 
on the 25th January, 1S93, for Hecquiot to 
obtain cn Indian crew of huntera. That 
thoy arrived at Sand Point on 
tho 17th June, and on tbo 22ad 
Juno she shipped all her seal skina by tho 
schooner Borealis, and continued her voyage 
from Sand Point. They admit that Heater 
waa duly warned not to enter the Zona as 
laid in paragraph 4, and that Copper island 
ia ono of tho Komandorski group. And 
admit that when seized the vessel was fully 
manned and equipped aa charged, but that 
they had at that time only 40 sealskins on 
bourd. They admit (as charged in para- 
graph 0) l In.t after tho seizuro of the nhip 
and papers, and on tho roport of the official 
commission, George Heater was ordered by 
tho captain of tho Yacouto to take bis ship 
to Yokohama to appear beforo the British 
Consul there. And that a provisional cer- 
tificate whs given him to reach that port. 
They also admit so much of paragraph 7, as 
states that tho schooner arrived in Victoria 
on August 20, 1893. 

But in answer to paragraph 7, charging 
that he disobeyed tho order given him by 
tho captain of tho Yacouto to proceed to 
Yokohama, says that he did obey such order 
until the 30th July, upon whioh dato tho 
captain of tho Ainoko waa obliged, on ao- 
count of tho objection made by the said In- 
dian crow, who wero 15 in numbor, to pro- 
ceed to Yokohama, to ohango his course and 
sail for the port of Victoria. And in answer 
to the wholo of plaintifl's statemont of 
claim, defendants aver that for some dayB 
prior to tho 22nd July, tho dato of seizure, 
thoy wero unable on account of tho heavy 
weather to hunt for seals, aad did not hunt 
for sealB. That they wero also uuablo dur- 
ing that period to tako any observations, 
and that it was not until about 3 o'clock 
in tho af ornoon of tho 22ni July 
(Eastern time) tho day of seizure, 
that tho captain of tho Bohoonor sighted 
lund, and found that his position according 
to dead reckoning was wrong, and on dis- 
covery of this fact, which ho had been un- 
able to discover sooner, tho captain at onco 
woro ship and mado all possible haato to got 
outside tho prohibited zone, but on account 
of tho light wind and tho heavy aea prevail- 
ing at tho time, tho schooner was unable to 
make headway when she was Bcizad. And 
they add that during that timo and up to 
tho dato of tho eoizuro, tho Ainoko did not 



kill, take, hunt, or attempt to kill, take or 
hunt any seals. 

They also say that at no timo was the said 
schooner used or employod in contravention 
of the said act, 

Upon whioh issue joined and tho trial took 
placo before mo on tho 22nd December 
instant. 

Such were the admissions of thedofendant, 
that much trouble waa Bavod to tho Crown 
in collecting and arranging evidence of a 
great part of the facts necessary to support 
the plaintiff's case; and it is fair to remark, 
that these admissions were made beforo tho 
defendants had an opportunity of seeing tho 
protocol of the Russian commander, framed 
upon tho report of tho official commission be 
had appointed to seize and examino tho 
Ainoko and her papers and report thereon to 
him or of knowing what incriminating evi- 
dence that document would contain. 

This protocol was only produced during 
tho trial, und was made evidence in the case 
by sec. 3, sub-sec. 1, of tho Seal Fishery Act, 
1893. But of course it was, liko all other 
ovidonce, subject to explanation and possi- 
blorobuttal by other ovidonco of equal or 
superior woight. Tho correctness of tho 
translation into English was proved by an 
interpreter, a Russian by birth, duly sworn 
tointorprot the Russian into English, but 
Mr. Helmckon, the counsel for tho dofend 
ant, objected to its admiBsion on tho ground 
that tho interpreter could not Bwoor that 
tho confirmatory signature of tho captain of 
tho Yacoute, which appeared to have been 
written in the third person, waB really his 
usual signaturo ; and that tho proof of this 
part was nocessary to tho validity of tho 
document beforo it could bo said to "purport 
to bo seized by the officer having power, in 
pursuance of the act, to stop and examino 
tho ship ag to the circumstances under 
which, or grounds on whioh he stopped and 
examined tho ship." 

This objection was overruled by tho Court 
on two grounds, viz , that such evidonco 
was admissible under tho act, as if mado by 
an officer of our own, tho principlo omnia 
prcsumunter rite esse acta might, without 
atraining the law, be applied ; and, sec- 
ondly, that tho admission of tho defence in 
tho main substanli illy covered tho faotB re- 
lating to the seizuro, and the circumstances 
attending it, which tho protocol purported 
to sot forth. Tho protocol (which vide) 
was then read. Tho only additions which 
it mado to t.ho faots already dotailod 
were that it claimod to have found Bixty- 
eight skins on board, whereas tho ovidonco 
proved that only forty. six wero thore at the 
time, and the number of skins was not 
actually counted by tho searching officer— a 
point of oecondary importance ; and that 
when seen tho Ainoko was "without lightB." 
And also that the crew consisted of, all told 
and all preseut, nineteen men, viz , fifteen 
IndianB and only four whites— a circumstance 
which proved of some importance, in view 
of the subsequent ohango of tho direction of 
tho voyogo from Yokohama to Victoria. 
And I observe that in the protocol the 
commission decided to soize tho papers 
of tho Ainoko "on the reason of 
hor boing found within the limits of 
(RuBsian) "territorial waters," and no sealing 
or attempt to seal is thorein alleged, and no 
examination on oath under Bee. 3, sub aec. 
2, or cross-examination appoars to have 
taken place, or been reported under the 
protocol. Tho protocol, if tho translation 
is correct, docs not say that sho was seized 
becauee sho was found manned and equipped 
for sealing within a prohibited zono under 
the Englsh Act, but (although confessedly 
10 miles from land) for being within the 
territorial waters presumably of tho Russian 
coast.

A BY-LAW 

Respecting the Management and Expendi- 
ture of tho Revenue and Money be- 
longing to tho Corporation :

All requisitions for authority from tho 
Council to Incur n pecuniary liability, or to 
mako an application for or n payment of 
money, or for tho issuance of a warrant to 
authorize tho payment of a hum of money, are 
first to receive an endorsement from tho 
Auditor that tho funds aro or will b'j on hand, 
and are unappropriated, and aro available to 
meet tho proposed expenditure out of tho 
municipal revenue for tho then current year, 
or out ot money obtained under authority of 
Bub ueciioa 131 of section 101 of tho " Municipal 
Act, 13'j2," or out of monoy obtained by the 
Issue of debentures for tho purpose applied for, 
and aro to receivo tho recommendation of tho 
Maj or, end are to have I he approval of at least 
two of the members ot tho Standing Committee 
on Finance by their on-'orsomont thereon, be- 
fore being considered by tho Council. 

All checks drawn on a bank for payment of 
funds belonging to tho Corporation ore to bo 
signed by tho Treasurer and by tho Auditor, 
and countersigned by tho Miyorof the City, 
beforo payment. 

Sec. 8. All payments made out of tho munici- 
pal revonuo for tho current year, or out of 
moneys obtained under authority of tlio "An- 
nual Loan By-law, 1891," aro hereby con- 
firmed.

ALTOONA, Pa., March 20.— This was a 
duy of considerable excitement and some 
violeneo, with a good prospect of a Berious 
riot. Early in tho morning ovor 300 men 
marched to what is known as Red Bridge, 
about two miles below this city and oompelled 
tho foreigners employed at 75 centB a day 
on the Bell-wood oitenaion of the Altoona 
<fc Logan Valley road to cease work and fly 
to tho hilla for their lives. Tho crowd, 
which by this time had boen 
strongly reinforced, proceeded to the 
Elizabeth furnace, where. in two 
ahanties about sixty Italiana were 
found and bodily thrown out and oompolled 
to leave, after whioh three different at- 
tempts wore made to fire tho building. Dur- 
ing the trouble at this point, one Italian 
was shot in the neck una badly beaten 
about the head with a stone. Tho next 
point of attack was Bollwood, whore 
all foreigners found wove thrown out and then 
tho crowd now fully 001) strong, returned to 
AUoona, proceeding at once to the Italian 
colory with the avnwed intention of clean 
tag the entire neighborhood of both tho for- 
eigners and tho bhantiis of which they wero 
th- tenant B 

Whilo the nvjb, now numbering fully 
3,0U0 persona, were hesitating about begin- 
ning attack, General Superintendent F. T. 
Sheppard, of tho Pennsylvania Railway 
company, appeared upon tho scone, and 
forciiig hia way into tho centre 
of tho oiowd, demanded to bo Bhown 
i's leadors. Soveral of these being 
pointed out to htm, he aoked them 
to havo tho crowd dispersed giving his 
asauranco that nono of tho f jroigners would 
bo given further work, and that if they 
were given a little time they would 
all leave tho oity. Ho also promised 
that tho Americans would be given work 
by the Altoona & Logan Valley Company, 
and its contractors, and all would bo well if 
violeneo woro not resorted to. Sheriff 
HugheB aud Mayor Hoyer also mado 
their appearance shortly afterwards 
and, addressing tho crowd in much 
the same strain, tho backbouo of the 
proposed riot was broken and tho crowd 
dispersed. Tho Altoona & Logan Co. an 
nounced this evening that no foreigners 
would bo employed. No further danger of 
an outbreak is feared.
